Admiral Radford was born February 27, 1896, at Chicago,

B* C*, through Tuesday of next week* Newspaper reports reflect that 
Eisenhower might be leaving Hawaii by that date* It is possible that 
General Smith is anticipating a call from Eisenhower which might 
explain the afore-mentioned brief preparations * 

Allen Dulles is leaving for Japan this week to see his 
son,,who continues to be in a critical condition as a result of 
wounds received in Korea* Dulles advised the Liaison Agent that 
while in Japan he will take the opportunity to check on CIA opera¬ 
tions in that area* He will also spend some time in the Philippines * 
Dulles did not indicate that he would take part in any conferences 
in Honolulu*
